Forster first entered into the Pelypenko affair when on 
October 7 3 1942 3 he and his employers came to the Bureau and 
presented a carbon copy of this sworn statement 3 stating that the 
original was retained: by ADZ* \ The statement was more detailed 
'it ha n information Pelypenko had given the Bureau* 

Attempts were made by the Bureau through Forster on 
October 26, 1942 3 until February 24 3 1943 3 to secure the original 
and all copies of this affidavit* On February 24 3 1943, Forster 
made available to the Bureau what he contended was the last 
remaining copy* It is known he did not deal fairly with the 
Bureau because Kahn also possessed a copy of the affidavit or so 
i it is believed * It' was finally learned that 0* John Rogge, then 
Special Assistant to the Attorney General 3 had a copy in the 
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Department of Justice which he had received directly or indirectly 
from Forster. Mr. Ladd concluded that the t, A.DL lied in its dealings 
'with the Bureau. * (65-56408-484; 100-74081-701 and 100-16018-147 ) 

The smear campaign referred to above did materalise to some 
extent when in the February 11 3 1946 3 issue of JSPfT Fact * an article 
captioned '*The Coughlin Document t,! by Albert Bjjfkahn appeared . The 
document was said to have been suppressed by' the Justice Department. 
Kahn stated with reference to\ how he obtained the document only 
that m there has come into my hands an affidavit. ... n He said also 
that m I am reliably inform.ed r( the same affidavit was in the 
possession of the Justice Department. The FBI was not named except 
, indirectly . 

Winchell did mention the '^document 1 * on his February 84 s 1946 3 
broadcast but said nothing about the FBI » ( 100-74081-71 ) 

Winchell had also given much endorsement to m Sabotage m 
and promised to publicise n Th,e Great Conspiracy . tt Kahn claimed 
a close association with Winchell but on February 7 3 1946 3 he 
advised an informant Winchell had cooled off 1 * and could not be 
reached. ( 100-74081-83 ) 

It is believed that Kahn was instrumental in making the 
document available to George Selde 9 for printing in a In Fact. 1 * 
(100-74081-75) 

It should be observed \ 3 however 3 in fairness to Forster 
who stated he had, given the Blureau all copies of this document 
(which he obviously had not d! one) that when requested to supply 
the Bureau with it and all copies he said he learned Pelypenko 
had attempted to sell it to tt PM n newspaper where he left it one 
hour, it might have been phot 0 stated during that time and later 
made available to Kahn by n PMf rather than Forster. (100-16018-177 ) 

IV. RUMOR WAT ADL INVESTf GAfES FOB THE FBI: 

On November 85 3 1948 , Assistant Director Nichols conferred 
with Messrs .

n . Robert M* n is a former Bureau paid informant on German 
matters whose services were discontinued March 81, 1943 , when it 
was determined that he yjas not only working for the Bureau but 
was also furnishing information to British Intelligence and other 
sources, ( 61-7566 ) 

Robert M* advised on November 11 , 1941 , that at an Ameri can 
First Committee rally in Madison Square Garden 3 October 31 3 1941 3 
at which Wheeler and Lindberg 1 spoke } commotion took place » The 
trouble occurred . when a photographer and Arnold Forster behaved 
in a provocative manner toward American First sympathisers . 

Robert M* had previously met Forster when the latter 3 while attending 
the Frits Kuhn trial in November, 1 939, had told Robert M, he was 
an undercover man for ADL while practicing law at 870 Broadway . 


The New York City police on the above occasion questioned 
Forster and, the photo graph er about the commotion » Forster became 
abusive with Detective Stanley Quasdo and admitted he howl given 
a Neio Yo fk Po st li desJ: spare n police reporter's card to the photographer 3 
one Michael Daniejffpaputo , Phis card, used illegally by Caput o , was 
made out in the name of Garymn.nle , then City Editor of the Post, 
Forster did not say how he ""obtained the card which was confiscated 
by the police and given eventually to the chairman of the Mayor's 
( NYC ) Committee on Press Cards,

It % wds then learned by the New York Police Department 
‘that HymanMroldberg, Post reporter, obtained the card for Forster 
by stealing it from a Post city desk drawer, Goldberg, said the 
informantj, is described in the New York City Police files as a ^ 
Communist and as married to the daughter of an official of Amtorg. 

It is not known what action if any was taken against 
Forster for the unauthorized use of this press card. ( 61 -7566-31 91 )

The surnonne Fastenberg, according to a confidential 
informant of the Chicago Office , appears on a list of suspected 
Communist Party members in the New York area , It is quite probable 
that this Fa stenbe rg is the surname of a woman secretary to an 
official of the Amtorg Trading Corporation.

Arnold Forster, according to a special report of JjllM, the 
War Department , is a personal acquaintance of one BernavdM^Liegel,

determined that Fliegel is a Communist , Basis for MID ' s conclusion
